On an 
av each whale yields 2,000 
sivenaie, of whalebone, for which the 
average price during the past five 
years has been $5 a pound. This

reaches the sum of $14,850,000 — a 
trade certainly worth looking after. 
The trade in the bone of the bow- 
head whale is practically controlled 
by one firm of New Bedford, Mass., 
and buyers go to there from England, 
France, Germany, and practically 
from all parts of the world. The bone 
js used in the manufacture of cor- 
sets, parasols, and other like articles. 

Fifteen years ago these whales were 
taken in large numbers around Her- 
echel Island; but the whales are each 
year being driven farther and farther 
to the eastward. At various times 
whales have been taken bearing the 
heads of harpoons with which they 
had been wounded many years before. 
‘For instance, in 1886 a whale was 
éaught, having stuck into it the head 
of a harpoon marked “Ansel Gibbs, 
a ship wrecked fifteen years before 
on Mirbls Island, in Hudson Her: 
“Ano case is that of the whale tak- 
n in 1893 by the ship “Norwhal,” 
the whale carrying a flint harpoon- 
head. Such heads had not been used 
for twenty-five years, so that the 
whale must have carried it at least 
that len of time. P

“If some -power the gift could give 
us to see once more the London of 
our childhood, the contrast would, I 
believe, be greater thau we imagine. 
We live in a city almost as ‘fleeting 
as an encampment, We do not strike 
out. tents, but rather lose our ruins 
just as our judiciously constructed 
house is coming to pieces, 

“Let our society watch this pro- 
cess viligantly, as, I believe, the Lon- 
don County Council also watches it 
with more authority and ampler 
means, and garner up carefully what 
is worth preserving of a great city 
built not for time or posterity, but 
for the business exigences of a lease

jewelers. . 

The feasibility of the plan having 
been demonstrated, the court jewel- 
ers have been commanded to carry 
out the work. Thus the Cullinan, 
while retrining the status of a crown 
jewel, will be available for wear by 
the Queen on some occasions upon 
which the crown itself is not in ac- 
tual use. 

It is understood that the King’s 
main object is to show to the fullest 
possible extent his appreciation of 
the Transvaal’s gift, feeling sure that 
the donors would be more gratified 
by this use of the gem than if it were 
to be fixed permanently in the crown 
and kept as a rule from the public 
eye.

A Most Peculiar Creature That I 
Found In Venezuela. 


one of the most looking 
creatures in Ba} domain of natare, 
lt is an ani about two and a half 
feet high. The body atid tail taken 
together measure about feet in 
length. The tail is us 
curved over the back, draping ard 
shading the body, In arance the 
bushy tail m like: to a clamp 
of ornamen grass. The head is 
very small, but it is prolonged into a 
snout a foot or more in length, The 
menth is at the extremity of this 
snout. ; 
The ant eatera belong to-that group 
of the animal kingdom known as the 
edentates;-a-class usually toothless. 
If they have any teeth at all, th 
are very few in number, of a rudi- 
mentary or simple form, in the back 
of the head. resemble in this 
respect birds, and they furthermore 
bear a resemblance to the bird crea- 
tion in the possession of muscular, 
gizzard-like stomachs. One feature 
of the edentates is that they all have 
some peculiarity in the covering 6f 
the body. The armadiflo, for instanee, 
has a shell of armor, the pangolin a 


series of shingle-like scales, the dard 


vark, native to the Transvaal. a pig- 
like skin. scantily covered with hair, 
and, lastly, the ant eater, with a 
bushy tail and the body plentifully 
covered. with hair. 

The ant eater.is in many ways un- 
like other animals. The most. strik' 
ing dissimilarity is in its mouth, 
which does not open and shut with 
an up and down movement of the 
lower jaw, as that of all other quad- 
rupeds, but it is a mere aperture, 
opening only enough to admit of the 
passage of the foot long, whip-like 
tongue. 

In captivitv the ant eater is fed on 
bread and milk. In its native haunts, 
the forests of South America, it feeds 
exclusively on termites, or, as they 
ate commonly called, white ants. 
These termites abound in the wilde 
of tropical America, and the ant eater 
tears open with its sharp fore claws 
their conical mrd nesta and with ite 
slender tongue licks up the inmates 
out of every nook and ce. 

The ant eater has a queer wav of 
walking. It is the manner in which 
it uses its fore limbs. The clawa of 
its fore limbs are so constructed that 
they are incapable of sustaining the 
weicht of the bodv, but are turned 
backward; compelling the animal to 
etand and walk on the outer surface 
of the wrists.
